MOMilLY REIROil'IiCT UF POLITICS. 



AFFAIRS on the Continent have 
[jroceeded in a very even tenor 
since Bonaparte's second marriage. 
After filieen jears of waifare, he 
sei-uis for the fir^t time to divest 
himself of care and enjoy luxurious 
repose in the arms of yoti'htul 
beauty, is liiis appareiil indifleience 
to the wonteu ohjecls of his aiiibi- 
tioii real or tleiusive ? Can the stem 
waiiior be indeed softened into the 
nxotious husband; or is it merely 
a seasonable compliment to his iiew 
Empress, and ai. exercise of his usual 
l)olicy in order io sootlie the irri- 
tation, and lull tiie apprehensions of 
btr father? Whatever may be the 



cat;se, his" conduct relative to Spain 
has created considerable surprise ; 
and we suppose that after the battle 
of Talavera, had not Lord Welling- 
ton judged of the reHiforcemeni* 
coining to that country rather by 
Bonaparte's usual prooeilute than by 
what from appearances has actually 
taken place, lie « ould have marched 
iorwards to Madrid, and from the 
specimen they had recently received 
of the valour of our troops, probably 
without much farther opposition. 
The last accounts mention his lord- 
ship's /laving again marched intat 
Spain at the head of 25 or 26,000 
troops, and a l.rge body of Portu- 
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gueze, commandeJ by Marshall Beres- 
fuid, but we fear it is now too laie, 
and tliat even the gaining of a 
battle would only retard far a little 
the subjugation of Portugal, without 
benefiting Spain, and at a very 
disproportionate expense of valuable 
lives. The accounts we receive of 
the operations in the Peninsula are 
rather contradictory ; but we can 
easily collect two things, that the 
reinforcements to the trench armies 
there, are neither so' numerous nor 
quick in their progress as they 
were expected to be after peace 
was concluded with Austria, and, 
that nevertheless, they are still pro- 
gressively advancing in the conquest 
of that country. Vve might speculate 
on the time it will require to put 
Spain and Portugal iu tiie entire 
possession of the enemy ; but it will 
be better to wait until the course 
of events renders it a bare statement 
of facts; — -just observing, that Cadiz 
which was held up as a second 
Gibraltar, has been greatly reduced 
from that rank by the reduction of 
Fort Matagorda, whereby the ap- 
proaches of the beiiegeis are con- 
siderably facilitated. 

As to the other states of Europe, their 
fate depends in a great measure on 
the will of Bonaparte, and as he has 
been quiescent for some months, 
they have remained quiet also, but 
will speedily be put in motion when 
he tires of his present inactivity. 
Turkey, which still preserves her 
relations with England, seems alone 
to engage his attention, as French and 
Austrian troops are accumulating on 
fier frontiers. The fate of that 
(Country is interesting to us, not for 
itself, but the consequences that must 
.ensue to ojir eastern possessions, 
,were it soon to become the property 
of the Imperial triumvirate. 'Ihese 
apprehensions, however, are distant ; 
we haye daiigers nearer and of it.- 
iiiii,tely greater concern, »ris>ng from 
abuses in the public administration of 
artsiirs, the itjcreasing discontents of 
the people on that account, and a 
waitt of confidence in their repre- 
sentatives; which the latter, from 
sonie obvious causes, seem both un- 
able and uuwilliiig to regain. 
This sciusm. between the commons 



and the people is daily widening. 
With a fair representation of the 
people, and a house of commons 
emanating from tliera, the interests of 
the electors and the elected could 
not materially diverge. But the pe- 
titions lay open a very different 
state of things. Tlie people, iu the 
comprehensive sense of that word, 
have no check whatever over the 
election of a very numerous body 
of the members, and even the con- 
troul of the people over those sup- 
posed to be to a certain degree 
popularly elected, is very small. 
1 he intiuence of goyerninent, eillijer 
directly or indirectly through land- 
lords and other causes, renders the 
number of free elections very small 
indeed. We have the tenants and 
dependents of some higher dependents, 
under still higher dependents, rising 
in almost infinite progression. From 
tii6s<: causes, the house of commons 
is more influenced by the prime 
minister, who is sometimes only a 
puppet in the hands of others who 
pull the wires, than really dependent 
on the people. Hence arise the 
jealousies against the assumed privi- 
leges of the coHTmons, lest they 
should be exercised in favour of the 
encroachmejils of the prerogative of 
the crown, rather than against its 
undue influence, and such is the 
ground work of t^ie, present struggle. 
As friends to liberty, and advocates 
for the full establishment of the 
democratic branch of our govern- 
ment, according to the theory of 
the constitution, we ardently hope 
that this struggle may terminate in 
favour of pailiamentary reform on 
siibstantial and unequivocal principles, 
and may never cease until this most 
important improvement is obtained. 
Among the popular proceedings 
we have in addition to the Westmins- 
ter meeting, noticed in our last re- 
trospect, to record the resolutions and 
petitions of ttie freeholders of MiddlBi^ 
sex, and of the livery of lyondon, 
together with the resolutions of the 
town of Carmarthen. A long address 
to Sir Francis Burdett was also voted 
at the Middlesex meeting, on the 
motion of Major Cartwnght, com- 
prising with some merited eulogiums 
oa the.bai'ouet, the Major's j^u for 
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parliamenlary reform, and a system 
of oatjonal armed delence. Is'ot- 
withstanding a sincere wish for re- 
form, and the securhy of liberty, 
may it not be permitted to the 
frieu^s of philanthropy and peace, to 
express a lear that this system of 
an armed people would tend to 
Blake US' too much a warlike nation, 
and add to the danger already so 
powerful and likely to prevail, that 
Europe may relapse into the des- 
potism of military governments, after 
the model of France? 

The advocates for pritilege on 
toth sides of the bouse are rallying, 
and on this one point coalescing 
their strength, but there is no ap- 
pearance of concession to the people. 
The commons reject the petitions 
from the freeholders of Middlesex 
and the livery of London, and 
ministers reward . Charles Yorke 
by giving to him the place of first 
lord, of the admiralty in addition to 
the sineciire ofAce of teller of the 
exchequer, 'i he electors of Cam- 
bridgeshire punish him and express 
their opinion of him by refusing 
to re-elect him, uhile ministers after- 
wards and in defiance reward him. 
Petitions are rejected because they 
are not sufKciently sulimissive ; but 
it cannot be jeasonably expected, 
that the people will not complain 
when their opinions are so entirely 
disregarded. Ihe unmeaning lullaby 
of adulation, or petitions conceived in 
common-place terms would be un- 
■worthy of the cause and the oc- 
casion. Freedom speaks a strqng 
language. Colonel Bari'6 gave a 
■virtuous example of spirited opposi- 
tion in a speech he made in th? 
iouse of commons many years ago, 
previous to a secession of the op- 
position of that day. 

It is worthy of record, and is ex- 
pressed in the following energetic 
terms : 

" .since 1 had the honour, jiaid ColonH 
J?arie (not to say the disbooour of sit- 
ting in this house) 1 have been witness to 
many strange, unany infamous transac- 
tions. 

•' What can be your intention in at- 
tacking a!! honour and' virtue? do you 
4ne»n to hriiiit afl men to a level with 
yourselves, and to extirpate all honour 
and iudepeiidejice. 



•♦ Perhaps yoo imoeine a vote will 
setle the whole e^ntroversy. Alas ! 
you are not a»are tijat the manner in 
which your vote is procured is a lecretto 
no man. 

'• Listen; for if you are not totally cal- 
lous — if your eon&oiences are n6t seared, 
I will speak daggers to your souls, and 
wake you to all the bells of guilty recol- 
lections. 

•• 1 will follow you with whip? and 
stings through every maze of your unex- 
ampUd turpitude, anil place thorns under 
the rose of ministerial appi'ohation. You 
have flagrantly violated justice and th^ 
law of the land, opened a door for anar- 
chy and confusion. 

" After assuming an arbitrary dominion 
over law and justice, you issue orders, 
warrants and proclaiiiatioiis against every 
opponent, and send prisoners to your 
bastile all those who have the courage 
and virtue to defend the freedom of their 
country. But it is in vain that you hope 
by fear and terror to extinguish the native 
British tire ; the more sacrifices, the more 
martyr* yon make, the more numerous 
the sons of liberty will become ; tbey 
will multiply like the hydra, and bur) 
vengeance on your beads. Let others 
act as they will, while I have a tongue or 
an arm they shall be free. And that I 
may nut be a witness of these monstrous 
proceedings I will leave the bouse ; nor 
do 1 doubt but every independent, every 
honest man, every friend to £ngland will 
follow me. 

" These walls are unholy, baleful, 
deadly, while a prostitute majority holds 
the bolt of parliamentary power, and 
hurls its vengeance only upon the vir- 
tuous." 

The opponents of reform are also 
zealous out of doors. A partial meet- 
ing of the livery ot Loiidon was 
called together after tlie general 
meeting, but their plan of secrecy 
was defeated, aitd the indefatigable 
Waithman attended, and succeeded 
in outvoting them, on their own 
ground. '1 he minority retreated, 
and published a counter address as 
was their indisputable right. Free 
discussion is all that ought to be 
desired, and although numbers do 
not constitute a test of truth, it is 
pleasing to find as an omen of 
better limes that the great majority 
i» in favour of reform. The party, 
cry of Jacobinism, so successfully 
employed by Pitt, is losing its-force, 
and reason, after a period of iotatua- 
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tinn IS rftiining to as-iunie its sway, 
while interested and disliohest pre- 
tences of f^lse lojalty are losijig 
their hold on tlie minds of many. 

Lord Lrskiue has advocated tlie 
cause of llie people in tlie Il0u^e 
of lords on the grounds of law — 
and a numberof the Jiveij- of London, 
headed by the patriotic biierilf Wood, 
went in procession to the lower lo 
read to Sir Francis Bmdett the re- 
solutions of the livery. 'Ihese are 
•ttiong unequivocal proofs that the 
people do not consider that the house 
of commons are advocating their 
cause, or that tiie privileges uf the 
house are maintained for the bene- 
fit of the people as is sometimes 
asserted in tiie house. Yet it 
is doubtful how far the people 
are prepared to support a cool, 
Steady, deliberate, but persevering 
opposition to those meas.ures which 
Jhey consider to be wrong. Some 
ifear it will terminate as the efferves- 
cence of the moment. There may 
be some little indainmation about 
;he bead, but are not the body and 
extremities as cold and torpid a 
ever? 

A feeble opposition without nerve 
or force can never succeed. lo,do 
good effectually, the people must be 
}i\ earnest, they must have viituous 
enthusiasm and not too readily be 
<liscouraged by obstacles. VVe con- 
demn " the right <llvine to govern 
wront;," whether advanced in support 
of tiie regal power, or as in tlie pre- 
sent instance by Mr. Poii)^onb\ in 
defence of exerting the privileges of 
parliament against iiie people 

it is a curious fact ni the marriage 
qf Bonaparte that the civil marriaiie 
precetled the religious contract. By 
pie laws of France niarriages duly 
contracted before the c:vil legal au- 
thorities are va)id, and the religious 
ceremony may be added or not at 
the option of the parties, 'lliis sys- 
tem is wisely adopted upon the libtrral 
plan, that i>o difiiculty should occur 
)n marriage on account of religious 
persuasions ; sotne conscientiously ob- 
ject to the torms used by the various 
churches or societies. In England 
the case is still harder, as there, all 
must be married with the exception 



of Jews and Quakers by a Clergy- 
man of the Cuurch of Engl.int!. — 
Every person in i ranee is obliged lo 
appear first, liefore the magistrate, 
a> d tisen he may go to what religious 
cominunit) he plenses lor the com- 
pletion of his contract it he so in- 
clines, or if he IS satisfied with this 
simple procedure, the contract is va- 
lid. rhus pi.rfect religious Ijheny is 
in this respect estabiisiied in France, 
without any encroachment on the va- 
lidity of tlie martiage contract, ai,d 
it would be well if we weie not too 
proud to borrow from our neigh- 
bours. 

\N e are sorry to find that Sir Sa- 
muel Uoinill\'s liumbne and enlighten- 
ed plans to abridge the list of c.i[)i- 
ti.l otlences has laile<l for Ikp present. 
The dread of innovation and resent- 
ment against his iiouest political con- 
duit, have had a momentary triumph, 
but we look forward to the prospect 
of success ultimately crowning his 
humane exertions. flJotwithstaiuling 
his temporary defeat, tijis enlightened 
and liberal senator proceeds ni the 
even tenor of his way, and judicious- 
ly couples with his plan, a retorin 
in the system ot transportation, and 
a scheme to employ convicts' at 
hard labour iu penitentiary houses. — 
A plan embracing these three great 
ol)j'.-clj would roost maleiiaily im- 
prove our svstem of cninuial juris- 
prwience. bir riamuel's leadv perse- 
vireiice, and liis enliginentU views of 
judicial pol.cy, mark a comprehen- 
sive mind. 

At a meeting of the Common 
Council of Duohn, a petition -lo the 
house of commons for the repeal of 
uic Union between Great Britain anij 
Ireland was agreed to, but beinjj 
sent lo tiie board of Aldermen for theif 
coi.currence, is likely to be cushiun- 
e:l by them, 'i he arlitices by wliicii 
the Union was accomplished, are iii- 
defensiule, and relicci equal discre- 
dit on the grand actor in bribing oa 
the occasion, as well as on those who 
for themselves, or their iclations sold 
their votes for those bribes. Offict$ 
in church and state, and situations uf 
the highest importance, which ought 
to be kept pure, from the slightest im- 
putations, were according to accicuil- 
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eil report, the wages pf prostitution 
uu this otcasion. Yet stiii it is by 
110 means clear that Ireland suiltis 
from tke- effettb of the Uniun. We 
have not in the Imperial Pailiament 
a tBoie corrupt legi,lauire, aiu! there 
is less of the irrilalioii of paitv po- 
liiici. J)ublinniuy sulf'er a little, and 
the retai-ers of ' superfluities may 
loudly complain of the cliniinutioii of 
tlieir sales, but commerce is mde- 
peiidenl of such feeble aids, and draws 
verv little support from the luxurious 
clas'aes. The funds of luxury do lit- 
tle, but the capital employed in tr.;de 
does much to iurnish profitable eni- 
ploynieiil to the working classes, and 
support the independence of a nation. 
'• princes and Lords may flourish or may 

faile." 
and so may those most immediately de- 
pendant on them, but national happiness 
is built on a more secure basis, and is 
founded on frugality, industry, and en- 
lightened and welldirected perseverance. 
Many failures liave taken place in 
Dublin, and by some these have been 
attributed to the eflects of the 
imion. But no — overtrading, and a 
wish to imilaic the foolish votaries of 
luxury and folly in high life, oi:eu 
multiply bankruptcies, and produce 
the evils so justly to be deplored. — 
Live within compass, and moderate 
ii'.npitious desires, are maxims admi- 
rably calculated to promote the real 
prosperity of nations or of iudivi- 
du<ll^.
